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Am now come to examine where, and 

in what part- of che World, any 
A. thing can be likely co happen, which 
may be poiſtble to make up an equiyalent 
to the French for the loſs of Thawlon. 

And TI dividemy Enquiry, into the pro- 
hable and improbable, into the Negative 
ar.d the Poſitives, to Illuftrate one another 
and make up the Variety of the ſearch the 
more agreeable, 

A Kamellier, a Viftory like Rameliies 0- 
ver the Confederate Army iu Flanders, with 
the Recovery of the open Cities in Flanders, 
and an Eruption into Zolland, which ſuch a 
thing would perhaps be attended with ; | 
confeſs, this would go far to make the French 
amends ; but of this I believe we may with 
Satisfaction ſay, even the French themſelves 
will own, there is not ſo much as a Proba- 
bitity—And therefore F will no more amuſe

the Reader with that ; I wiſh the Freveb 
Intereft.no fairer a ProſpeR any where than 
they have there, 

Taking Catalonis, and beating, King 
Charles out of Barcelones ; nay, tho" they 
ihuuld take him Priſoner there, and com- 
pleatly deſtroy all his Intereft—Tho' I con: 
teſs this would be a very great blow to our 
Aﬀairs, yet it would by no means make vp 
the Conqueſt of Thoulon, and the ſubſe- 
quent Advantages of it, which are to@ ma» 
ny to talk of, till we ſee the Proſped of is 
in a farther torwardnels. 

I coateſs, the Probability of this Blow in 
Catalonia, does not ſeem foremore as I could. 
wiſh it to be, and the Diſtances Backward» 
neſs, and Incapaciry of his Friends to fuc- 
cour King Charles, makes bim in my Opi 
nian io much more Danger now than 


was before, when Belicg'd in Barcelona ; _ 
5 I 
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if the French and Spaniſh Armies ſet down 
before "that City again, they will perhaps 
make much quicker Work with it than they 
did before ; and having a ſtranger Army,the 
Cat414ins will be ſooner redec'd, and perhaps 
effequally cruſh'd, ſo as to render him no 
help; his Horſe would more effeftually ſcour 
the Country, and the Siege not depend upon 
a Fleet but an Army Tae. Loſs the 
French receiv'd there appear'd plainly from 
this Defe&, that they being not firong ec- 
nough to open the Paſſages of the Moun- 
tains, and keep in Awe the Catalans, 
depended upon their Fleet to carry on 
the Siege, which Fleet not daring to look 
the Confederates in the Face was vblig'd to 
leave them, and then they had nothing to 
do but provide tor their own Safety as well 
as they conld ; and on this Account I have 
often noted, That had the French had buta 
Body of 12 or 14c29 Men, to have kept 
open the Patſages of the Mountains, ſup: 
ply'd them with Provilions, reftrain'd the 
Catalans, and firengthned their Hands, they 
had certainly garried the Town, notwith- 
ftanding the Succours brought by the Fleet, 
whichzhad the French been able to have kept 
the Field,could have done nothing ; and the 
Fleet could do no more than look on and 
fee the Town loft. 

I muſt own therefore, I do not look on 
the beating King Charles out of Catalonia, 
as Matters now ftand, to be at all Impratti- 
cable, and if the Earl of GaBoway ſhould 
receive another Aﬀeront, as by the great Su- 
periority of the Duke of Berwick's Army, is 
not at all improbable ; I ſhall expe@ every 
Poſt, to hear of the Spariſh and French 
Troops being under the Walls of Barcelons. 

But after all, this whule Ccnqueft would 
by no means be an Equivalent to the Loſs of 
Thouton, becauſe | cannot im3gine, if that 
were brought to paſs, but the /mperial Arms 
woold fuon enter Spain by Land by the way 
of Lenguedoc ; and ſhould the Vittorious 
Prince EUGENE come that length, and 
Spain be reſerv'd for him to Cunquer ; 1 
cannot but expel he wi') make ſhorter Work 
of it, than moft People may imagine. 

Bat after all, and nor re build all upon Snuc- 
ceffes and Conquefſts of Kingdows, I muft 
own,there are three things now on the Stage, 


whoſe probability to me does not ſeem ſo re- 
mote, which if they ſhould fall out, tho' 
Prince Eugene had all the Succeſs at Thou- 
lon his Heart could expe, would unravel 
all-his Conqueſts, and+ be a complrcat equi- 
valent to the Loſs of Thoulon ;, nay, though 
it were follow'd with the Pofſcſhon of all 
Provence, Daupbine, and Languedoc. 

1» If the Spaniards, and } wonder they 
do not, would but add 10009 French Troops 
to the Armies of the Marquils de Baya, and 
the Duke D* ofſunz; and now in the weak- 
neſs of his Aﬀairs, and the remoteneſs ot 
SUCcour, march immediatcly to the Gates of 
Lisbon—la which Caſe they ſhall perhaps no 
more contentthemſclves with bringing the 
King of Portugal to accept a Neutrality, 
but attually diſpoſeſs him, and ſeize upon 
his Kiogdom—1 cannot but ſay, I believe 
20000 Men af this time, are more than ſut- 
ficient to do this Work, and what the Con- 
ſequence of ſuch an Attempt would be, and 
how far it would go to make up the Lyvfſes 
ſuffer'd at the taking of Thoulon, is caſy to 
gueſs— The Wealth, the Shipping, the 
Arms, the Magazines of that Kingdom, the 
Spoils of the Merchants, the Wealth of the 
Brazils ;, "tis a Thought too big to put into 
Numbers, and yet conſidering the eafineſs 
of it, and the fair opportunity the French 
have for itz[-cannot but believe we hall coo 
ſoon fhnd them looking that way. 

I believe no Man will condemn me for 
ſaying, that the whole Kingdom ot Portu« 
gal as now circumftanc'd, for they are cut 
off from their own Troops, which were 
with the Lord GaLoway, and near 4oco 
Portugueſe Horſe are there with bim ; I lay, 
the whole Power of Portugal is not at this 
time able to keep the Field, againſt an Ar- 
my of 15cco Foot, 2nd 3oco Horſe and Dra- 
goons of French Troops, or French and 
Spamiar ds under French D\ſCipline. 

And here let me put the World in Mind 
of one thing, which if this War ſhould 1aRt 
much longer, may, fir ought 1 know, be 
learnt by Experience, and way make the 
kecovery of Spaix cot difficult only, but im* 
polh ble. | 

The *pmizds are a brave Nation as any 
in the World, ard tho* by the Errors of 
their Government, their Men are brought 

to 


to be now of no Value in the Field ; yet 1 
need not go far back to tell you, when the 
Spaniſh Intantry were the beft Foot Soldiers 
ia the World — The Hiftorics of the Luw 
Country War, the Relief of the Cities of 
Paris and Roan in three or tour Sieges, are 
undeniable Proots oft thiszg and the Great 
King Zenry IV. of France did them Juftice 
jc that Aﬀaic, when under the Great 
Duke of Parma they reliev'd Pars, ard re- 
treated in his very Face without Fighting, ; 
and he was unable to. force them tv Fight, 
but upon ſuch Advantage, as would have 
been his DeftruQion ; upon which, ftorming 
at his own Diſafters, he curn'd to ſome of 
his Great Othcers, aad ſaid, If / bad tba 
Infamery join'd ro my Cavalry, I'd make Wear 4 
gainſt the whole World. 

It any Man ask me, what brought the 
Sp.1iards down to what they arz now, 1'l] 
tell him in few Words, Poverty and reglea 
of Diſcipline +: the Men are the ſame, theic 
Bloods as warm, their Hearts as Great ; but 
what can Souldiers, naked and ftarv'd, uns» 
train'd, untaught, and which is worſe un- 
paid z what can they do, and what can be 
expedted from them ? this has reduc'd them 
trom the bet to the worſt Troops Im the 
World. 

In laying this Truth down Hiſtorically, 
any body will find the Argument I am go- 
ing to form from it——Recover the Spaniſb 
Troops trom their Miſery, their Poverty, 
and ftarvirg Circumſtances ; let their Orh- 
cers be encourag 'd, pay them well, cloath 
them well, revive their Diſcipline, keep 
them in Action, and ſhow-them the Ene- 
my, ard they will Fight as well as any Na- 
tion in the World. 

Again, if French Management comes a- 
mceng them, if the R.giments are givea to 
ſuitable Men, their Management regula- 
ted, the Oſficers encourag'd, enabled to 
make gord Equipages and well furniſh'd, 
if the Suldi:zcs are well paid, well 
cloath'd, and exattneſs bf Diſcipline re- 
ſtor'd, as inthe French Army is prattis'd— 
I cannot but ſay, the only Advice is to puſh 
the War vigorouſly before theſe things can 
be done, for i: the Spaniards recover them- 
ſelves, all Europe will nvc be able to beat 

them. 
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On tte other Hand, Spain is a very large 
Kingdom, and if joyu'd to Portugal much 
larger than France, and tho! it is not Po- 
fuluus, yet countidering the few Scidiers 
rais'd in it hitherto, is able: un the eacrea Cc 
ot this War to raile veiy great Armies z 
it therefore very muciy behoves the Con- 
tederates to reduc» Spaiz, before, by the 
Artifice and Dexterity of French Manage: 
ment, ſhe grows formidable, even in her 
own Forces— We have ſeen thie French, 
by the extraordinary Management, Diict- 
pline, and Condut of Things bring their 
own Infantry, which in former Ages were 
very Contemprihle to be very ſerviceable ; 
how much more ſhall they reftore aVigor6us, 
Brave, and Valiant Nation by thoſe Arts ot 
War, which a!l! the World muſt allow hey 
are Maſters of. 

But this is by the by; I return to my 
Notion of Portugal, and [ muſt ſay, thet 
as the State of the War now lics 1a Spain, 
if the French do not puſh at the Portu- 
gueſe, they are more deficient in takin 
Advantages than ever | knew them, a 
muft be blinded by ſome unaccountable 
and very unvſual lofatuation—And if they 
do puſh at them, let any body anſwer for 
the Portugurſe Detending themſelves, they 
will be the laſt Nation inthe World thac 
I ſhall expe any thing from, but whac 
is like the Right Wing, at the Battle of 
Almanza. 

I mut own therefore, that this would 
be a melancholy Equivalent for the Succeſs 
of Prince Eugene at Thowlon 1 as to the 
Probability I leave that to the Ifſnes 
Time—*Tis according to the diſpatch © 
either fide, much of the Succeſs will def 
pend upon the priority of che Execution*
